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PREFACE. 


This  little  Manual  on  Kindness  to  Animals  is 
published  by  The  American  Society  for  the  Pre- 
vention of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  with  a  very  prac- 
tical purpose. 

The  experience  of  the  Society  has  satisfied  the 
writer  that  far  more  cruelty  is  done  through 
ignorance  than  through  a  vicious  intention. 
People  are  cruel  "through  want  of  thought 
rather  than  want  of  heart." 

This  is  peculiarly  true  of  children.  They  do 
not  know,  or  they  do  not  realize,  that  dumb  ani- 
mals suffer  pain  as  keenly  as  human  beings.  To 
teach  them  that  all  living  creatures  suffer  pain 
when  they  are  injured,  and  to  train  them  to  the 
habit  of  practical  humanity,  is  the  object  of  this 
Manual. 

It  will  be  seen  that  it  contains  very  little  ab- 
stract teaching.  The  writer's  aim  has  been  to 
direct  the  child's  attention  to  creatures  that  are 
known  to  him,  and  to  engage  his  interest  in 
matters  that  belong  to  the  sphere  of  his  own  ex- 
perience. If  he  learns  humanity  to  those  creat- 
ures and  in  those  matters,  he  will  never  become 
inhuman  to  other  creatures,  nor  in  any  other 
matters. 
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PKEFACE. 


The  usefulness  of  this  Manual  will  depend 
very  largely  on  the  interest  and  intelligence  of 
the  teacher  ;  and  we  recommend  to  all  humane 
teachers  who  may  use  it  these  two  brief  suggest- 
ions : 

First.  The  answers  to  the  questions  are  not  to 
be  committed  to  memory,  but  only  used  as  guides 
in  assisting  the  child  to  think  for  himself  on  the 
particular  subject  of  the  lessons. 

Second.  The  teacher's  aim  should  be  the  same 
as  that  of  the  writer  ;  namely,  to  interest  the 
children  and  to  engage  their  intelligence,  in  the 
study  of  humanity.  Therefore,  he  ought  to  en- 
deavor to  illustrate  the  subject  of  each  lesson  by 
observations  and  anecdotes  of  his  own,  so  that 
the  skeleton  thought  of  the  Manual  may  be 
clothed  with  the  living  thought  and  knowl.edge 
of  the  living  teacher. 

If  these  two  suggestions  are  followed,  it  is  be- 
lieved that  a  few  minutes  of  every  week,  devoted 
to  the  study  of  practical  humanity  to  God's  dumb 
creatures,  will  be  at  once  fruitful  of  good  and  a 
time  of  keen  enjoyment  to  the  children  them- 
selves.

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1  St  WEEK. 

Q.  How  does  a  man  make  a  house  ? 
A.  He  builds  it. 

Q.  How  does  he  make  a  piece  of  cloth  ? 
A.  He  weaves  it. 

Q.  When  God  makes  anything,  how  do  we 
say  that  He  does  it  ? 

A.  We  say  that  He  creates  it. 

Q.  What  has  God  created  ? 

A.  God  created  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  and 
everything  that  is  in  them.    [Gen.  i.] 

Q.  What  do  we  call  the  heavens  and  the  earth 
that  God  has  created  ? 

A.  We  call  them  His  creation. 

Q.  Why  do  we  call  them  His  creation  ? 

A.  Because  the  whole  creation  belongs  to  Him. 

Q.  And  why  does  it  belong  to  Him  ? 

A.  Because  He  made  it  for  Himself.  [Prov. 
xvi.  4.] 

2d  WEEK. 

Q.  What  do  we  call  the  things  that  God  has 
created  ? 

A.  We  call  them  His  creatures. 
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Q,  Tell  me  some  of  God's  creatures. 
A.  Rocks,  trees,  flowers,  animals. 
Q.  If  you  plant  a  tree  or  a  flower  in  the  ground 
what  will  happen  ? 
A.  It  will  grow. 

Q.  If  you  take  good  care  of  a  young  animal 
what  will  happen  ? 
A.  It  will  grow. 

Q.  If  you  plant  a  rock  in  the  ground,  or  if 
you  take  ever  so  much  care  of  it,  what  will 
happen  ? 

A.  Nothing  will  happen.  A  rock  does  not 
grow. 

Q.  What  is  it  that  God  has  put  into  plants  and 
animals  that  makes  them  grow  ? 
A.  It  is  life. 

Q.  What  do  we  call  the  creatures  to  which 
God  has  given  life  ? 
A.  We  call  them  His  living  creatures. 

3d  WEEK. 

Q.  Tell  me  some  living  creatures  of  God. 
A.  Trees,  flowers,  heasts,  hirds,  fishes. 
Q.  What  name  do  we  give  to  such  creatures  as 
trees  and  flowers  ? 
A.  Plants. 

Q.  What  name  do  we  give  to  such  creatures  as 
birds,  beasts,  and  fishes  ? 
A.  Animals. 

Q.  Tell  me  some  difference  between  plants  and 
animals. 
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A.  Plants  keep  on  growing-  where  they  are 
planted,  but  nearly  all  animals  can  move  them- 
selves from  one  place  to  another. 

Q.  Tell  me  some  other  difference  between 
plants  and  animals. 

A.  Animals  can  feel,  and  plants  do  not  feel  as 
animals  do. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  when  you  say  that  ani- 
mals can  feel  ? 

A.  They  can  enjoy  pleasure,  and  they  can 
suffer  pain. 

4.th  WEEK. 

Q.  To  whom  do  all  living*  creatures  belong  ? 

A.  They  all  belong  to  God. 

Q.  Do  none  of  them  belong  to  us  ? 

A.  Yes,  a  great  many  of  them. 

Q.  If  they  all  belong  to  God,  how  can  they 
belong  to  us  ? 

A.  Because  God  has  given  them  to  us  to 
use. 

Q.  If  your  father  were  to  give  you  his  knife 
to  use,  how  would  he  expect  you  to  use  it  ? 

A.  He  would  expect  us  to  use  it  carefully,  so 
as  not  to  spoil  it. 

Q.  If  he  were  to  give  you  his  horse  to  use,  how 
would  he  expect  you  to  use  it  ? 

A.  He  would  expect  us  to  use  it  kindly,  so  as 
not  to  hurt  it. 

Q.  How  does  God  expect  us  to  treat  the  living 
creatures  He  has  given  us  to  use  ? 
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A.  He  expects  us  to  use  them  carefully  and 
kindly. 

Q.  If  a  person  does  not  treat  Grod's  living 
creatures  carefully  and  kindly,  what  sort  of  a 
person  is  he  ? 

A.  He  is  cruel. 

Q.  What  does  God  think  of  cruel  persons  who 
abuse  the  living*  creatures  He  has  given  them  to 
use  ? 

A.  He  thinks  them  very  wicked.  God  hates 
cruelty. 

5th  WEEK. 

Q.  Tell  me  some  of  the  animals  that  work  for 
men. 

A.  Horses,  asses,  dogs,  oxen,  camels,  dromeda- 
ries, elephants. 

Q.  When  we  want  men  to  work  for  us,  how  do 
we  get  them  ? 

A.  We  hire  them  and  pay  them  wages. 

Q.  If  we  were  to  hire  them,  and  then  not  pay 
their  wages,  how  should  we  behave  ? 

A.  We  should  behave  dishonestly,  because  we 
should  be  cheating  them. 

Q.  If  we  were  to  make  them  work  too  hard  or 
too  long  at  a  time,  how  should  we  behave  ? 

A.  We  should  be  cruel  to  them. 

Q,  Do  we  pay  wages  to  the  animals  that  work 
for  us  ? 

A.  No  ;  but  we  are  bound  to  give  them  good 
food  and  shelter  and  kind  treatment. 
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Q,  If  we  make  them  work  too  hard,  how  do  we 
behave  ? 
A.  Cruelly. 

Q.  If  we  do  not  give  them  good  food,  and 
good  shelter,  and  kind  treatment,  how  do  we  be- 
have ? 

A.  We  behave  unjustly,  because  Ave  do  not 
give  them  what  is  due  to  them  ;  and  cruelly,  be- 
cause we  make  them  suffer. 

6th  WEEK. 

Q.  If  we  had  to  learn  a  trade  that  we  knew 
nothing  about,  what  should  we  require  ? 

A.  We  should  require  a  teacher. 

Q.  If  we  did  not  understand  our  teacher's  lan- 
guage, how  could  we  ever  learn  from  him  ? 

A.  He  would  have  to  teach  us  by  signs  that  we 
could  understand. 

Q.  Even  then,  do  you  think  that  you  would 
learn  very  fast  ? 

A.  No  ;  he  would  have  to  be  patient,  and  teach 
us  a  little  at  a  time. 

Q.  Dumb  animals  do  not  understand  our  lan- 
guage ;  how,  then,  should  they  be  taught  to 
work  ? 

A.  We  should  try  to  make  them  understand 
what  we  want  them  to  do  ;  and  we  should  be 
patient  with  them,  and  teach  them  only  a  little 
at  a  time. 

Q.  If  we  were  to  shout  at  them  and  beat  them, 
what  would  happen  ? 
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A.  We  should  only  frighten  them,  and  keep 
them  from  learning. 

Q.  What  animals  are  the  best  workers  ? 

A.  The  best  working  animals  are  always  those 
that  have  been  gently  taught  and  kindly  treated. 

Q.  What  animals  are  the  most  useless  and 
dangerous  ? 

A.  Those  that  have  been  frightened  and  abused. 
7th  WEEK. 

Q.  If  we  want  our  working  animals  to  be 
happy  and  to  work  well,  what  must  we  do  ? 

A.  We  must  give  them  good  food  and  make 
them  comfortable. 

Q.  What  food  ought  they  to  have  ? 

A.  The  food  that  they  like  best,  and  that  will 
make  them  strongest. 

Q.  How  much  must  we  give  them  ? 

A.  As  much  as  they  can  eat  without  injuring 
themselves. 

Q.  How  ought  they  to  be  fed  ? 

A.  They  ought  to  be  fed  at  regular  times. 

Q.  What  else  besides  food  ought  they  to  have 
regularly  ?  . 

A.  They  ought  to  have  water  regularly,  or 
they  will  suffer  very  much. 

Q.  If  we  want  to  be  kind  to  our  working  ani- 
mals, what  ought  we  to  be  sure  to  learn  ? 

A.  We  should  learn  what  their  proper  food  is, 
and  how  much  they  ought  to  have,  and  just  when 
they  ought  to  have  their  food  and  water. 
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Q.  If  we  want  them  to  be  fond  of  us,  what 
should  we  do  ? 

A.  We  should  be  kind  to  them,  and  talk  to 
them,  and  give  them  things  that  they  like,  but 
that  will  not  hurt  them. 

Q.  Tell  me  some  things  that  a  horse  likes,  and 
that  will  not  hurt  him. 

A.  He  likes  a  bit  of  bread  very  much,  and  an 
apple  now  and  then.  He  is  very  fond  of  carrots, 
and  they  are  good  for  him ;  but  what  a  horse  that 
is  kept  in  the  city  likes  best  of  all,  is  a  bundle  of 
nice  fresh  grass. 

8th  WEEK. 

Q.  Besides  food  and  water,  what  do  all  animals 
require  ? 

A.  They  require  to  be  kept  very  clean. 
Q.  If  they  are  not  kept  clean,  what  will  hap- 
pen ? 

A.  They  will  not  be  comfortable,  and  they  will 
get  sick. 

Q.  What  do  they  require  to  protect  them  from 
the  weather  ? 

A.  They  require  a  good  shelter. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  by  a  good  shelter  ? 

A.  A  place  that  is  warm  in  winter  and  cool  in 
summer,  and  always  clean. 

Q.  If  we  have  to  leave  a  horse  standing  out  of 
doors  on  a  cold  day,  what  should  we  do  for  him  ? 

A.  We  should  put  a  blanket  over  him,  to  keep 
him  warm. 
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Q.  If  he  has  to  stand  out  of  doors  in  summer, 
where  should  we  leave  him  ? 

A.  We  should  leave  him  in  a  shady  place,  with 
his  eyes  turned  away  from  the  sun. 

Q.  If  he  is  wet,  what  should  he  done  when  he 
gets  home  ? 

A.  He  should  he  well  ruhbed  down  and  dried, 
or  he  will  he  uncomfortable,  and  he  may  get  sick. 

9th  WEEK. 

Q.  When  we  have  been  working  hard,  what 
do  we  need  ? 

A.  We  need  a  good  rest. 

Q.  Do  working  animals  need  rest  ? 

A.  They  need  it  just  as  much  as  men  do. 

Q.  On  what  do  we  rest  at  night  ? 

A.  We  rest  on  a  good  bed. 

Q.  Do  working  animals  require  beds  like  ours  ? 

A.  No  :  but  they  ought  to  have  a  bed  of  nice 
clean  straw  to  sleep  on. 

Q.  Besides  our  rest  at  night,  what  other  rest 
have  we  every  week  ? 

A.  We  have  a  day  of  rest  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
or  Sunday. 

Q.  What  did  God  command  the  Israelites  to  do 
on  their  Sabbath  Days  ? 

A.  He  commanded  them  to  rest  from  work,  and 
to  let  their  servants  and  their  cattle  rest. 

Q.  Ought  Christians  to  make  their  servants 
and  their  cattle  work  on  Sunday  as  well  as  on 
other  days  ? 
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A.  No  ;  the  Lord's  Day  is  for  rest  and  worship ; 
and  neither  man  nor  heast  ought  to  work  unless 
in  case  of  some  real  necessity. 

lOth  WEEK. 

Q.  What  is  a  bit? 

A.  It  is  a  bar  of  iron,  which  is  put  into  a 
horse's  mouth. 

Q.  How  is  it  fastened  so  as  to  stay  in  the 
horse's  mouth  ? 

A.  It  is  fastened  with  a  bridle  made  of  straps 
which  pass  over  the  horse's  head. 

Q.  What  are  the  reins  ? 

A.  They  are  lines  fastened  to  the  ends  of  the 
bit,  so  that  we  can  pull  the  horse's  head  on  either 
side. 

Q.  When  we  pull  the  reins  on  one  side,  why 
does  the  horse  turn  to  that  side  ? 

A.  Because  the  bit  hurts  his  mouth  if  he  does 
not  turn. 

Q.  Suppose  we  jerk  the  reins,  or  pull  them  too 
quickly,  what  happens  ? 

A.  We  hurt  the  horse's  mouth  very  badly. 

Q.  Have  we  any  rig-ht  to  hurt  the  poor  horse 
that  is  working  for  us  ? 

A.  No  ;  it  is  cruel  and  wicked  to  hurt  him. 

Q,  Does  it  do  any  good  at  all  to  hurt  a  horse 
with  the  bit  ? 

A.  No  ;  it  gives  him  great  pain,  and  after  a 
while  it  makes  his  mouth  hard,  so  that  it  is  much 
more  difficult  to  drive  him. 
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1  1th  WEEK. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  a  check-rein  is  ? 

A.  It  is  a  rein  fastened  to  a  part  of  the  harness, 
so  as  to  hold  the  horse's  head  back. 

Q.  Is  the  check-rein  of  any  use  in  driving  the 
horse  ? 

A.  No  ;  it  is  of  no  use  at  all. 

Q.  If  the  horse  stumbles,  does  not  the  check- 
rein  keep  him  from  falling*  ? 

A.  Not  any  more  than  it  would  keep  us  from 
falling,  if  we  were  to  have  our  heads  fastened 
back  with  a  strap. 

Q.  Does  the  check-rein  help  the  horse  in  any 
way  ? 

A.  No  ;  it  only  tires  his  neck  and  hurts  his 
mouth. 

Q.  Does  it  do  any  other  harm  ? 

A.  Yes ;  when  his  head  is  held  back  by  a  check- 
rein,  he  cannot  lean  forward  to  pull  his  load. 

Q.  If  he  cannot  lean  forward,  how  can  he 
pull  ? 

A.  He  is  obliged  to  strain  his  legs,  and  that 
hurts  him. 

Q.  What  do  you  think  of  check-reins  ? 

A.  They  are  useless  and  hurtful,  and  it  is  a 
cruel  thing  to  use  them. 

1  2th  WEEK. 

Q.  How  many  parts  are  there  in  a  horse's 
foot? 
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A.  There  are  two  parts  ;  a  hard,  horny  part, 
called  the  hoof,  and  a  soft  part  under  the  middle 
of  it,  called  the  frog. 

Q.  Why  do  we  put  shoes  on  a  horse's  feet  ? 

A.  Because  the  hoofs  would  soon  wear  out  on 
the  stones  of  the  streets,  if  he  were  not  shod. 

Q.  If  our  shoes  do  not  fit  us,  what  happens  ? 

A.  They  hurt  us,  and  after  a  while  we  get 
corns  on  our  feet. 

Q.  If  a  horse's  shoes  do  not  fit  him,  does  he  get 
corns  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  he  gets  corns  on  the  soft  part  of  his 
feet,  and  they  make  him  lame. 

Q.  If  we  want  our  horses  to  walk  easily,  what 
must  we  do  ? 

A.  We  must  see  that  their  shoes  fit  them  nicely. 

Q.  If  stones  or  gravel  get  into  a  horse's  foot  so 
as  to  press  on  the  soft  part  of  it,  what  happens  ? 

A.  They  hurt  him  just  as  stones  or  gravel  in 
our  shoes  would  hurt  us. 

Q.  What  should  be  done  to  keep  a  horse's  feet 
in  good  order  ? 

A.  They  should  be  cleaned  out  and  washed 
every  day. 

13th  WEEK. 

Q.  Why  do  horses  run  away  ? 
A.  It  is  usually  because  they  are  frightened. 
Q.  Why  are  horses  so  easily  frightened  ? 
A.  It  is  usually  because  they  have  been  scolded 
and  beaten  when  they  were  young. 
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Q.  If  we  want  our  horses  to  be  gentle  and  not 
to  run  away,  what  should  we  do  ? 

A.  We  should  see  that  they  are  always  treated 
kindly. 

Q.  If  you  were  to  be  shut  up  all  day  in  a  small 
room  and  not  allowed  to  move  about,  how  would 
you  feel  ? 

A.  We  should  get  very  restless  and  nervous. 

Q.  If  a  horse  is  kept  shut  up  for  a  long  time  in 
his  stall,  what  does  he  become  ? 

A.  He  becomes  restless  and  nervous. 

Q.  When  horses  are  not  at  work,  ought  they 
to  be  kept  close  in  their  stalls  all  the  time  ? 

A.  No  ;  they  ought  to  be  taken  out  for  exercise. 

Q.  If  they  are  not  properly  exercised,  what  are 
they  likely  to  do  when  they  are  driven  ? 

A.  They  are  likely  to  run  away,  because  they 
are  so  nervous. 

Q.  If  a  horse  that  has  not  been  properly  exer- 
cised runs  away,  whose  fault  is  it  ? 

A.  It  is  his  master's  fault. 

14th  WEEK. 

Q.  If  something  about  your  clothing  hurts 
you,  can  you  keep  still  ? 

A.  No  ;  if  it  hurts  us  very  much  we  cannot 
keep  still. 

Q.  If  something  about  a  horse's  harness  hurts 
him,  can  we  expect  him  to  keep  still  ? 

A.  No  ;  and  we  ought  not  to  be  surprised  if  he 
runs  away. 
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Q.  Whose  fault  is  it  if  a  horse  runs  away  when 
nis  harness  hurts  him  ? 
A.  It  is  his  driver's  fault. 
Q.  Why  so? 

A.  Because  he  ought  to  see  that  the  horse's 
harness  fits  him  so  that  it  cannot  hurt  him. 

Q.  If  you  thought  that  you  were  just  going 
to  run  against  something  that  would  hurt  you, 
what  would  you  do  ? 

A.  We  should  stop,  or  jump  away  from  it. 

Q.  When  a  horse  shies  or  jumps  away  from 
something  that  he  thinks  will  hurt  him,  ought 
we  to  be  angry  with  him  and  beat  him  ? 

A.  No  ;  we  should  be  sorry  for  him. 

Q.  If  there  is  really  nothing  there  to  hurt  him, 
what  should  we  do  ? 

A.  We  should  lead  him  gently  up  to  the  place, 
and  show  him  that  there  is  nothing  to  hurt  him. 

Q.  If  there  is  really  something  there,  but 
something  that  will  not  hurt  him,  what  should 
we  do  ? 

A.  We  should  lead  him  gently  up  to  it,  and  let 
him  see  for  himself  that  it  will  not  hurt  him. 

Q.  If  we  want  a  horse  to  be  always  quiet,  and 
not  to  be  afraid  of  anything,  what  must  we  do  ? 

A.  We  must  make  him  feel  that  we  are  his 
friends,  and  that  we  will  not  let  anything  hurt 
him. 

1  5th  WEEK. 

Q,  How  heavy  a  load  ought  we  to  require  a 
horse  to  draw  ?

A.  No  iieavier  than  he  can  draw  without 
hurting"  himself. 

Q.  Is  it  easier  to  draw  a  wagon  uphill  or  on 
level  ground  ? 

A.  On  level  g-round. 

Q.  How,  then,  should  we  drive  a  horse  uphill  ? 

A.  Much  more  slowly  than  on  level  ground. 

Q.  How  should  we  drive  a  horse  downhill  ? 

A.  Slowly  ;  because,  if  he  goes  too  fast,  he 
hurts  his  knees  and  his  shoulders. 

Q.  When  you  run  fast  for  a  good  while,  what 
happens  ? 

A.  We  get  tired  and  out  of  breath. 

Q.  If  we  drive  a  horse  fast  for  a  long  distance, 
what  happens  to  him  ? 

A.  He  g'ets  tired  and  out  of  breath  as  we  do. 

Q.  If  we  have  a  long  distance  to  go,  how 
should  we  drive  our  horses  ? 

A.  We  should  not  drive  too  fast,  and  we 
should  sometimes  let  them  stop  to  rest. 

Q.  If  we  overload  or  overdrive  a  horse,  how 
do  we  behave  ? 

A.  We  behave  very  cruelly. 

1  6th  WEEK. 

Q.  Of  what  use  to  us  is  the  ox  while  he  is  alive  ? 

A.  He  is  useful  to  plough  with,  and  to  draw 
heavy  loads. 

Q.  Of  what  use  to  us  is  the  cow  while  she  is 
alive  ? 

A.  She  gives  us  milk. 
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Q.  Of  what  use  to  us  are  cows  and  oxen  after 
they  are  dead  ? 

A.  Their  flesh  is  good  to  eat. 

Q.  Of  what  use  are  their  skins,  and  bones, 
and  hoofs  ? 

A.  Their  skins  are  made  into  leather  ;  their 
bones  are  made  into  buttons  and  knife-handles  ; 
and  their  hoofs  are  made  into  glue. 

Q,  How  ought  we  to  treat  so  useful  an  animal  ? 

A.  Very  kindly. 

Q.  If  we  do  not  treat  them  kindly,  how  do  we 
behave  ? 

A.  Very  cruelly. 

1  7th  WEEK. 

Q.  What  food  ought  the  cow  to  have  ? 

A.  She  Ought  to  have  plenty  of  grass  in  sum- 
mer, and  in  winter  plenty  of  hay  and  turnips 
and  bran. 

Q.  Where  ought  cows  to  be  kept  ? 

A.  In  summer  they  should  be  kept  in  the  field, 
and  in  winter  they  should  be  kept  in  good  clean, 
warm  stables. 

Q.  If  cows  are  always  kept  in  stables,  and  fed 
with  slops  from  hotels  and  distilleries,  what 
happens  ? 

A.  They  always  get  sick. 

Q.  Is  the  milk  from  ill-fed,  sick  cows  whole- 
some ? 

A.  No  ;  it  is  very  unwholesome,  and  it  is  often 
poisonous. 
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Q.  Does  it  ever  happen  that  diseases  are  spread 
by  the  use  of  milk  from  sick  cows  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  many  diseases  are  spread  in  that 
way,  especially  among  children. 

Q.  Do  people  die  of  such  diseases  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  very  often. 

Q.  Do  you  think,  then,  that  cows  oug-ht  to  be 
kept  in  cities,  where  they  cannot  get  out  to  the 
fields,  and  where  they  are  often  fed  with  slops  ? 

A.  No  ;  because  they  are  sure  to  get  sick,  and 
their  milk  will  make  people  sick. 

1  8th  WEEK. 

Q.  From  what  animal  do  we  get  most  of  our 
warm  clothing  ? 

A.  Most  of  our  warm  clothing  is  made  from 
the  wool  of  the  sheep. 

Q.  What  eise  do  we  get  from  the  sheep  ? 

A.  We  get  mutton,  and  its  skin  is  made  into 
leather. 

Q.  How  is  the  wool  taken  from  the  sheep  ? 

A.  It  is  shorn  off  with  a  great  pair  of  shears. 

Q,  If  the  sheep-shearer  is  not  careful,  does  he 
hurt  the  sheep  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  he  often  cuts  the  skin  of  the  sheep 
very  cruelly. 

Q.  At  what  time  of  the  year  is  the  sheep  shorn  ? 

A.  In  the  spring,  when  its  fleece  is  thick  and 
heavy. 

Q.  If  the  weather  is  cold  when  the  sheep  are 
shorn,  what  ought  to  be  done  with  them  ? 
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A.  They  ought  to  be  put  into  some  warm  place, 
or  they  will  suffer  very  much. 

Q.  Why  did  David  say,  "The  Lord  is  my 
shepherd  "  ? 

A.  Because  the  Lord  took  care  of  him  as  a 
shepherd  ought  to  take  care  of  his  sheep. 

1  9th  WEEK. 

Q.  If  sheep  are  not  properly  taken  care  of, 
what  happens  ? 

A.  They  suffer  very  much  ;  they  often  get 
sick  ;  their  mutton  is  not  good  to  eat  ;  and  their 
wool  is  coarse  and  thin. 

Q.  If  sheep  are  left  out  of  doors  in  wet 
weather,  what  happens  ? 

A.  They  take  a  painful  disease  called  foot-rot. 

Q.  When  the  snow  is  on  the  ground,  so  that 
the  sheep  cannot  get  at  the  grass,  what  ought  the 
shepherd  to  do  ? 

A.  He  ought  to  feed  them  with  hay  and  turnips. 

Q.  Ill  wet  weather,  and  in  very  cold  weather, 
what  ought  he  to  do  ? 

A.  He  ought  to  put  them  into  a  clean,  dry 
sheepfold,  where  they  can  be  dry  and  comfort- 
able. 

Q.  Why  does  our  Saviour  call  Himself  the 
Grood  Shepherd  ? 

A.  Because  He  takes  care  of  us  as  a  good  shep- 
herd takes  care  of  his  sheep. 

Q.  How  ought  a  shepherd  to  take  care  of  his 
sheep  ? 
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A.  He  ought  to  take  the  same  care  of  them 
that  lie  would  wish  the  Lord  to  take  of  him. 

20th  WEEK. 

Q.  Tell  me  another  useful  animal  that  is  some- 
thing like  the  sheep. 
A.  The  goat. 

Q.  What  do  we  get  from  the  goat  ? 
A.  We  get  milk  that  is  very  good,  and  makes 
good  cheese. 
Q.  What  else  ? 

A.  Some  goats  have  long  hair  that  is  as  fine  as 
wool,  and  it  is  made  into  cloth. 

Q.  Does  the  goat  need  very  much  care  ? 

A.  No  ;  hut  it  ought  to  have  plenty  of  food 
and  water. 

Q.  How  do  children  use  the  goat  in  play  ? 

A.  They  make  it  draw  a  wagon. 

Q.  Is  there  anything  wrong  in  that  ? 

A.  Not  if  they  treat  it  gently,  and  do  not  beat 
it,  and  see  that  its  harness  fits  it  properly. 

Q.  When  children  have  done  playing  with  a 
goat,  what  ought  they  to  do  ? 

A.  They  ought  to  give  it  something  to  eat  and 
some  fresh  water  to  drink,  and  then  let  it  do 
what  it  likes  for  a  while. 

Q.  If  the  goat  is  kindly  treated,  will  it  care 
for  the  children  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  it  will  he  fond  of  them  and  will  like 
to  play  with  them. 
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2  1  St  WEEK. 

Q.  Tell  me  some  other  animal  that  is  useful 
for  food. 
A.  The  pig". 

Q.  Tell  me  what  we  get  from  the  pig*. 

A.  We  get  pork,  ham,  bacon,  and  sausages  ; 
and  we  make  its  bristles  into  brushes. 

Q.  Is  the  pig  naturally  a  dirty  animal  ? 

A.  No  ;  it  is  as  clean  as  many  other  ani- 
mals. 

Q.  Why  does  it  turn  up  the  ground  with  its 
nose  ? 

A.  Because  it  is  its  nature  to  look  for  roots  in 
the  ground,  and  its  nose  has  been  shaped  for 
that  purpose. 

Q.  Why  do  people  think  the  pig  such  a  dirty 
creature  ? 

A.  It  is  because  people  keep  it  in  such  dirty 
pens. 

Q.  How  ought  a  pig  to  be  kept  ? 

A.  If  there  is  no  room  for  it  to  run  about,  it 
ought  to  be  kept  in  a  large  pen,  with  plenty  of 
clean  dry  straw  to  lie  on. 

Q.  Is  it  right  to  keep  pigs  dirty  and  uncom- 
fortable ? 

A.  No  ;  we  have  no  right  to  keep  any  animal 
dirty  or  uncomfortable. 

Q.  If  a  pig  is  not  kept  clean,  is  its  flesh  good 
to  eat  ? 

A.  No  ;  sometimes  it  is  very  unwholesome. 
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22d  WEEK. 

Q.  Tell  me  some  birds  that  people  keep  for  use. 
A.  Chickens,  turkeys,  ducks,  geese,  pigeons. 
Q.  Tell  me  one  name  that  we  give  to  all  these 
birds. 

A.  Poultry. 

Q.  What  do  we  get  from  poultry  ? 

A.  We  get  their  flesh  and  their  eggs  for  food ; 
we  make  pillows  of  their  feathers ;  and  we  make 
pens  of  their  quills. 

Q.  If  we  want  to  have  fat  poultry  and  plenty 
of  eggs,  what  must  we  do  ? 

A.  We  must  feed  them  well,  and  give  them 
nice  clean  houses,  and  let  them  have  plenty  of 
room  to  run  about. 

Q.  What  food  must  we  give  them  ? 

A.  We  must  give  them  plenty  of  grain,  and  in 
winter  they  should  have  a  little  finely  chopped 
meat. 

Q.  Why  need  we  give  them  less  meat  in  sum- 
mer ? 

A.  Because  in  summer  they  find  plenty  of 
worms  and  insects  for  themselves. 

Q.  If  poultry  are  not  allowed  to  run  about  and 
hunt  food  for  themselves,  will  they  be  healthy  ? 

A.  No  ;  they  are  sure  to  get  sick. 

Q.  If  people  have  not  room  enough  for  poultry 
to  run  about,  ought  they  to  keep  any  ? 

A.  No  ;  no  one  ought  to  keep  animals  if  he 
cannot  keep  them  properly. 
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23d  WEEK. 

Q.  What  do  ducks  and  g-eese  require  besides 
roora  to  run  about  ? 

A.  They  require  some  place  to  bathe  and 
swim  in. 

Q.  Why  do  they  need  water  to  bathe  and 
swim  in  ? 

A.  Because  they  are  water-birds. 

Q.  If  people  have  no  place  where  birds  can 
swim,  ought  they  to  keep  ducks  and  geese  ? 

A.  No ;  it  is  al  most  as  cruel  to  keep  them  where 
there  is  no  water  as  it  would  be  not  to  feed  them. 

Q.  Why  ought  poultry-houses  to  be  kept  per- 
fectly clean  ? 

A.  Because,  if  the  poultry-houses  are  not  kept 
clean,  the  birds  are  soon  covered  with  insects. 

Q.  Do  hens  and  turkeys  sleep  on  beds  ? 

A.  No  ;  they  go  to  roost  on  perches. 

Q.  What  are  perches  ? 

A.  They  are  poles  or  rods  for  birds  to  roost  on. 

Q.  How  thick  ought  a  perch  to  be  ? 

A.  It  ought  to  be  just  thick  enough  for  the 
bird  to  grasp  it  easily  with  its  feet. 

Q.  Is  it  easy  for  a  hen  or  a  turkey  to  fly  up  to 
its  roost  in  a  poultry-house  ? 

A.  No  ;  there  is  not  room  enough  for  it  to  fly. 

Q.  What,  then,  ought  there  to  be  in  every 
poultry-house  ? 

A.  There  ought  to  be  a  ladder  for  the  birds  to 
walk  up  to  their  perches. 
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24th  WEEK. 

Q.  What  do  hens  require  to  lay  their  eggs  in  ? 
A.  They  require  nests. 

Q.  Why  do  they  not  make  nests  for  them- 
selves, as  the  robins  do  ? 

A.  Because  they  have  been  kept  by  men  so 
long  that  they  have  forgotten  how  to  make  their 
own  nests. 

Q.  What  sort  of  nests  should  we  give  them  ? 
A.  Nests  of  nice  clean  straw  in  nice  clean 
boxes. 

Q.  Where  ought  the  hen's  nest-box  to  be 
placed  ? 

A.  It  ought  to  be  placed  on  the  ground,  where 
the  hen  will  not  be  disturbed  in  any  way. 

Q.  If  we  leave  the  hen's  eggs  in  her  nest,  what 
does  she  do  ? 

A.  She  sits  on  them  to  hatch  them. 

Q.  When  she  has  sat  on  them  for  many  days 
and  nights,  what  happens  ? 

A.  A  little  chick  comes  out  of  every  egg. 

Q.  What  do  we  call  the  family  of  chickens 
that  is  hatched  out  of  the  hen's  eggs  ? 

A.  We  call  it  her  brood. 

25th  WEEK. 

Q.  What  does  the  hen  do  for  her  brood  ? 
A.  She  watches  it,  and  feeds  it,  and  protects  it. 
Q.  If  there  is  not  much  food,  what  does  the 
hen  do  ? 
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A.  She  gives  it  to  her  chickens  and  g-oes  Avith- 
out  food  herself. 

Q.  If  she  sees  a  hawk  coming*,  what  does  she 
do  ? 

A.  She  calls  her  chickens  to  her,  and  gathers 
them  under  her  wings  so  that  the  hawk  cannot 
hurt  them. 

Q.  Why  does  she  do  that  ? 

A.  Because  she  would  rather  have  the  hawk 
hurt  herself  than  let  it  hurt  her  chickens. 

Q.  What  did  our  Saviour  say  about  the  people 
of  Jerusalem  ? 

A.  He  said  He  would  have  gathered  them 
together  as  a  hen  gathers  her  brood  under  her 
wings. 

Q.  Why  did  He  not  do  it  ? 

A.  Because  they  would  not  let  Him. 

Q.  What  happened  to  them  because  they 
would  not  let  Him  take  care  of  them  ? 

A.  The  Roman  soldiers  came  and  destroyed 
them,  as  the  hawks  destroy  a  brood  of  chickens 
that  have  no  mother  to  defend  them. 

26th  WEEK. 

Q.  Where  should  pigeons  be  kept  ? 

A.  In  nice  clean  houses,  high  above  the 
ground,  where  rats  and  cats  cannot  get  to 
them. 

Q.  Will  tame  pigeons  roost  on  trees  ? 
A.   No  ;   they  will  not  even   light  on  the 
branches  of  trees. 
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Q.  If  their  houses  are  not  kept  clean  and  dry, 
where  else  can  they  go? 

A.  They  have  nowhere  else  to  go,  and  they  are 
very  miserable. 

Q.  Have  we  any  right  to  keep  pigeons,  if  we 
do  not  take  care  of  them  ? 

A.  We  have  no  right  to  keep  any  living  creat- 
ure unless  we  take  good  care  of  it. 

Q.  Can  tame  pigeons  find  their  own  food  ? 

A.  No  ;  they  require  to  be  fed  regularly,  and 
particularly'-  when  they  have  young  ones. 

Q.  What  is  pigeon  shooting  ? 

A.  It  is^hooting  at  poor  pigeons  which  are  put 
in  boxes  and  let  out  to  be  shot  at. 

Q.  Are  these  poor  pigeons  all  killed  ? 

A.  No;  many  of  them  are  badly  wounded,  and 
then  they  get  away  and  die  in  great  pain. 

Q.  What  do  you  think  of  pigeon  shooting  ? 

A.  It  is  a  cruel,  wicked  sport,  and  the  men 
who  shoot  pigeons  ought  to  be  ashamed  of  them- 
selves. 

27th  WEEK. 

Q.  Which  of  all  the  animals  is  called  ' '  the 
friend  of  man  "  ? 
A.  The  dog. 

Q,  Why  is  the  dog  called  the  friend  of  man  ? 
A.  Because  he  loves  to  live  with  men  and  to 
serve  them. 

Q.  How  does  the  dog  serve  men  ? 
A.  In  many  ways. 
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Q.  How  does  the  Eskimo  dog*  serve  his  master  ? 
A.  He  draws  his  sledg-es  for  him  over  the 
snow. 

Q.  How  do  the  mastiff  and  the  hull-dog  serve 
us  ? 

A.  They  watch  our  houses  at  nig-ht  and  hark  if 
any  one  comes  near  them. 

Q.  Is  not  the  bull-dog  a  very  fierce  creature  ? 

A.  No  ;  he  is  very  kind  and  gentle  unless  his 
master  makes  him  savage. 

Q.  What  is  the  Newfoundland  dog  ? 

A.  It  is  a  great  shaggy  water-dog,  that  often 
saves  people  from  drowning. 

Q.  What  is  the  St.  Bernard  dog  ? 

A.  It  is  a  great,  strong  Swiss  dog,  that  is  sent 
out  to  find  people  who  are  lost  in  the  snow  of  the 
Alps. 

Q.  What  is  a  collie  dog  ? 

A.  It  is  a  Scotch  dog  that  takes  almost  as  much 
care  of  the  sheep  as  the  shepherd  himself. 

28th  WEEK. 

Q.  What  is  the  most  powerful  of  all  the  hunt- 
ing dogs  ? 

A.  The  bloodhound. 

Q.  How  has  the  bloodhound  often  been  used  ? 
A.  To  hunt  runaway  prisoners  and  slaves. 
Q.  Is  not  the  bloodhound  a  very  savage  creat- 
ure ? 

A.  No,  indeed  ;  he  is  not  a  fierce  dog,  and  he 
is  very  fond  of  his  master. 
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Q.  What  is  the  staghound  ? 

A.  He  is  a  strong,  swift-footed  dog  that  is  used 
to  hunt  deer. 

Q.  What  is  the  greyhound  ? 

A.  He  is  a  beautiful,  swift-footed  dog  that  is 
used  to  hunt  hares. 

Q.  What  are  pointers  and  setters  ? 

A.  They  are  hunting  dogs  that  find  birds  for 
their  master,  and  point  to  the  place  where  they 
are. 

Q.  What  are  ambulance  dogs  ? 

A.  They  are  dogs  belonging  to  the  Austrian 
army,  that  are  trained  to  find  wounded  soldiers 
after  a  battle. 

29th  WEEK. 

Q.  What  is  the  spaniel  ? 

A.  He  is  a  water-dog  that  is  used  to  hunt  wild 
ducks  and  other  water-birds. 

Q.  What  is  a  Dalmatian  dog  ? 

A.  He  is  a  spotted  dog  that  is  kept  in  stables, 
because  he  loves  horses  and  likes  to  run  with 
carriages. 

Q.  What  are  terriers  ? 

A.  There  are  many  kinds  of  terriers,  but  they 
are  all  used  to  destroy  rats. 
Q.  What  is  the  poodle  ? 

A.  He  is  a  long-haired  dog  that  can  be  taught 
almost  all  sorts  of  tricks. 

Q.  Is  it  right  to  clip  the  poodle's  long  hair  off 
a  part  of  his  body  ? 
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A  .  No  ;  it  is  as  cruel  as  it  would  be  to  make  a 
child  g"o  without  clothes  on  a  part  of  his  body. 

Q.  Do  any  people  besides  the  Eskimos  use  their 
dogs  to  draw  loads  for  them  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  the  poor  people  of  Holland  have  dogs 
that  draw  their  carts  through  the  streets. 

Q.  Is  it  cruel  to  use  dogs  in  that  way  ? 

A.  No  ;  the  dogs  would  much  rather  draw 
their  carts  than  be  chained  up  all  day. 

30th  WEEK. 

Q.  If  we  want  our  dogs  to  be  healthy  and 
happy,  what  is  the  first  thing  that  we  must 
do  ? 

A.  We  must  see  that  they  are  properly  fed. 
Q.  If  dogs  are  not  properly  fed,  what  hap- 
pens ? 

A.  They  often  suffer  very  much  and  get  sick. 

Q.  When  ought  a  dog  to  be  fed  ? 

A.  He  ought  to  be  fed  regularly,  a  little  break- 
fast every  morning  and  a  good  dinner  in  the 
evening. 

Q.  What  sort  of  food  ought  he  to  have  ? 
A.  A  dog  ought  to  have  different  sorts  of 
food. 

Q.  What  ought  he  to  have  every  day  ? 

A.  He  ought  to  have  mush  made  of  oat-meal, 
or  corn-meal  ;  but  boiled  rice  or  barley  is  just 
as  good  sometimes. 

Q.  What  ought  to  be  mixed  with  his  mush  ? 

A.  Always  some  sort  of  vegetable  ;  potatoes,  or 
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cabbage,  or  turnips,  or  almost  any  sort  of  vege- 
table, but  always  some  sort. 

Q.  What  else  ought  a  dog  to  have  besides  mush 
and  vegetables  ? 

A.  He  ought  to  have  some  sort  of  meat  every 
day,  but  never  too  much. 

3  1  St  WEEK. 

Q.  What  do  dogs  require  as  much  as  good 
food  ? 

A.  They  require  plenty  of  fresh  air  and  exercise. 

Q.  If  dogs  are  kept  in  the  house  with  us,  what 
ought  we  to  do  ? 

A.  We  ought  to  take  them  out  every  day  and 
let  them  run  about. 

Q.  Is  it  right  to  keep  a  dog  chained  up  all  the 
time  ? 

A.  No,  it  is  very  cruel ;  it  is  just  like  keeping 
him  in  jail. 

Q.  If  we  are  obliged  to  keep  a  dog  chained, 
what  ought  we  to  do  ? 

A.  We  ought  to  let  him  loose  to  take  a  good 
run  two  or  three  times  every  day. 

Q.  What  sort  of  a  chain  ought  we  to  use  ? 

A.  We  ought  to  use  as  long  a  chain  as  we  can, 
so  as  to  let  him  move  about. 

Q.  If  a  man  or  an  animal  cannot  perspire, 
what  happens  ? 

A.  He  becomes  ill. 

Q.  Does  a  dog  perspire  all  over,  as  a  horse 
does  ? 
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A.  No  ;  the  dog  perspires  only  through  his 
tongue. 

Q.  Is  it  right,  then,  to  muzzle  a  dog  ? 

A.  It  is  not  right  to  use  any  muzzle  that  con- 
fines his  tongue  so  that  he  cannot  perspire  freely, 
because  it  gives  him  a  fever  and  he  suffers  dread- 
fully. 

32d  WEEK. 

Q.  What  do  dogs  need  besides  good  food  and 
exercise  ? 

A.  They  need  a  comfortable  shelter. 
Q.  What  is  a  dog's  house  called  ? 
A.  A  kennel. 

Q.  How  large  ought  a  dog's  kennel  to  be  ? 

A.  It  ought  to  be  large  enough  for  him  to  turn 
about  in  it  easily. 

Q.  How  ought  the  kennel  to  be  kept  ? 

A.  It  ought  always  to  be  kept  clean  and  dry. 

Q.  What  sort  of  a  bed  ought  there  to  be  in  a 
kennel  ? 

A.  A  bed  of  clean  dry  straw. 

Q.  If  a  dog  scratches  the  straw  out  of  his  ken- 
nel, is  it  because  he  does  not  like  it  ? 

A.  No  ;  it  is  because  he  has  not  been  able  to 
fix  his  bed  to  suit  him. 

Q.  What  ought  there  always  to  be  near  the 
dog's  kennel  ? 

A.  Plenty  of  pure  water  for  him  to  drink. 

33d  WEEK. 

Q.  Besides  food,  and  water,  and  exercise,  anid 
good  shelter,  what  do  all  dogs  need  ? 
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A.  They  need  to  be  kept  clean. 
Q.  If  dogs  are  not  kept  clean,  what  happens 
to  them  ? 

A.  They  soon  get  covered  with  fleas,  and  they 
often  take  diseases  of  the  skin. 

Q.  How  do  dogs  clean  themselves  ? 

A.  They  s  wim  in  the  water  and  roll  themselves 
on  the  grass. 

Q.  If  they  cannot  have  a  swim  every  day, 
what  should  he  done  for  them  ? 

A.  They  should  he  washed  frequently  with 
soap  and  water. 

Q.  After  a  dog  has  been  washed,  what  should 
be  done  ? 

A.  He  should  be  well  rubbed,  and  then  allowed 
to  run  about  until  he  is  quite  dry. 

Q.  Why  does  a  dog  like  to  roll  on  the  grass  ? 

A.  Because  that  is  his  way  of  brushing  his 
hair. 

Q,  Does  a  dog's  hair  need  brushing  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  and  dogs  that  are  kept  in  the  house 
ought  to  be  well  brushed  every  day. 

Q.  If  a  dog  is  well  washed  and  brushed,  does 
it  do  him  any  good  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  it  makes  him  feel  comfortable,  and 
his  coat  looks  glossy  and  shiny. 

34th  WEEK. 

Q.  How  long  does  the  dog  live  ? 

A.  Only  about  ten  or  twelve  years. 

Q.  How  soon  does  he  begin  to  grow  old  ? 
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A.  When  he  is  only  eight  or  ten  years  old. 

Q.  How  can  we  tell  that  he  is  growiDg  old  ? 

A.  He  grows  gray  ahout  the  face,  and  hi^r 
teeth  decay,  and  he  does  not  care  to  play  very 
much. 

Q.  When  a  dog  grows  old,  ought  we  to  make 
him  work  or  play  like  a  young  dog  ? 

A.  No  ;  we  should  try  to  make  him  comfort- 
able and  not  annoy  him. 

Q.  What  do  you  think  of  setting  dogs  to  fight 
with  each  other  ? 

A.  It  is  both  cruel  and  wicked. 

Q.  Why  is  it  cruel  ? 

A.  Because  the  dogs  hurt  each  other,  and  some- 
times kill  each  other. 
Q.  Why  is  it  wicked  ? 

A.  Because  everything  that  is  cruel  is  wicked. 

35th  WEEK. 

Q.  Of  what  use  is  the  cat  ? 

A.  It  is  very  useful  to  catch  rats  and  mice. 

Q.  Why  is  the  cat  a  nice  pet  to  have  about 
the  house  ? 

A.  Because  it  is  so  kindly  and  playful. 

Q.  Is  the  cat  a  cleanly  animal  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  it  is  one  of  the  cleanliest  animals  in 
the  world. 

Q.  Does  the  cat  love  its  home  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  it  loves  it  so  much  that  sometimes, 
when  it  is  taken  away  to  a  great  distance,  it 
returns  to  it. 
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Q.  How  are  people  sometimes  very  cruel  to 
their  cdblr^  ? 

A.  When  they  go  away  from  home  in  summer, 
they  f org-et  to  provide  for  their  cats,  and  then  the 
poor  cats  are  starved  for  want  of  food. 

Q.  When  hoys  throw  stones  at  cats  in  the 
streets,  is  it  good  fun  ? 

A.  No,  it  is  not  fun  at  all  ;  it  is  cruel  and 
wicked. 

Q.  Is  it  right  to  set  dogs  to  worrying  cats  ? 
A.  No  ;  hoys  who  make  dogs  worry  cats  ought 
to  be  severely  punished. 

36th  WEEK. 

Q,  When  we  keep  animals  only  for  our  pleas- 
ure and  amusement,  what  do  we  call  them  ? 
A.  They  are  called  pets. 

Q.  Tell  me  some  animal  that  boys  are  fond  of 
keeping  as  pets. 
A.  The  rabbit. 

Q.  When  the  rabbit  runs  wild,  what  is  its  nat- 
ural food  ? 

A.  Grass  and  vegetables. 

Q.  What  food  ought  tame  rabbits  to  have  ? 

A.  They  will  eat  almost  any  sort  of  vegetable 
that  is  fresh  and  nice. 

Q.  Where  do  the  wild  rabbits  make  their 
homes  ? 

A.  They  make  holes  or  burrows  in  sand-hills 
and  rocky  ridges,  where  they  are  safe  and 
dry. 
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Q.  What  sort  of  houses  ought  tame  rabbits  to 
have  ? 

A.  They  ought  to  have  dry,  comfortable 
hutches  a  little  above  the  ground,  and  well  shel- 
tered from  the  cold. 

Q.  Is  the  rabbit  a  cleanly  animal  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  and  if  its  hutch  is  not  kept  perfectly 
clean,  the  poor  creature  is  miserable. 

Q,  Does  the  rabbit  need  much  water  ? 

A.  It  does  not  drink  much  water,  but  it  always 
needs  a  little  ;  and  if  it  does  not  have  water  when 
it  has  young  ones,  it  goes  mad  and  kills  them. 

37th  WEEK. 

Q.  Tell  me  some  pets  that  we  keep  in  our 
houses. 
A.  Cage-birds. 

Q.  Tell  me  the  names  of  some  cage-birds. 
A.  Canaries,  mocking-birds,  parrots. 

Where  do  we  find  our  canaries  ? 
A.  They  are  reared  in  cages. 
Q.  Where   are    mocking-birds    and  parrots 
found  ? 

A.  They  are  taken,  when  they  are  young,  from 
the  nests  of  wild  birds. 

Q.  If  we  keep  birds  in  cages  for  our  pleasure, 
how  ought  we  to  treat  them  ? 

A.  We  ought  to  try  to  make  them  as  happy  as 
if  they  were  free. 

Q,  Can  we  make  caged  birds  happy  ? 

A.  Yes,  if  they  have  been  reared  in  cages. 
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Q.  If  they  have  been  taken  from  the  nest  of 
wild  birds,  can  we  make  them  happy  ? 

A.  We  can  never  make  them  as  happy  as  if 
they  were  free. 

Q.  Is  it  right  to  catch  wild  birds  when  they  are 
full-grown,  and  put  them  in  cages  ? 

A.  No  ;  it  is  very  cruel. 

Q.  Why  is  it  cruel  ? 

A.  Because  they  are  frightened,  and  then  they 
feel  as  if  they  were  in  jail,  and  very  often  they 
get  sick  and  die. 

38th  WEEK. 

Q.  How  do  birds  move  when  they  are  free  ? 

A.  They  fly  through  the  air. 

Q.  Is  it  right  to  keep  them  in  such  a  way  that 
they  cannot  fly  at  all  ? 

A.  No  ;  they  ought  to  have  room  enough  to  fly 
about  and  take  exercise. 

Q.  What  sort  of  cages,  then,  ought  they  to 
have  ? 

A.  Large  cages  ;  it  is  cruel  to  keep  birds  in 
cages  that  are  too  small  for  them. 

Q.  When  birds  are  free,  where  do  they  love  to 
perch  and  make  their  nests  ? 

A.  In  the  shady  branches  of  trees. 

Q.  Where,  then,  do  you  think,  ought  we  to 
put  a  bird's  cage  ? 

A.  We  ought  to  put  it  where  the  sun  will  not 
shine  on  it  too  strongly. 

Q.  Ought  we  to  hang  a  bird's  cage  near  the 
ceiling  of  a  room  ? 
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A.  No  ;  because  a  bird  needs  very  pure  air, 
and  the  air  near  the  ceiling  is  not  so  pure  as  it  is 
lower  down. 

Q.  Do  birds  like  tobacco  smoke  ? 

A.  No  ;  it  makes  them  very  sick.  No  one 
ought  to  keep  birds  in  a  room  where  people 
smoke. 

39th  WEEK. 

Q.  Do  all  birds  need  the  same  kind  of  food  ? 

A.  No  ;  different  sorts  of  birds  need  very  dif- 
ferent sorts  of  food. 

Q.  If  we  keep  birds  in  cages,  what  sort  of  food 
must  we  give  them  ? 

A.  We  must  be  sure  to  give  every  bird  the  sort 
of  food  that  he  would'  use  if  he  were  free. 

Q.  What  sort  of  food  does  the  canary  need  ? 

A.  It  needs  canary  seed,  and  turnip  seed,  and 
just  a  little  hemp  seed,  every  day. 

Q.  What  does  the  mocking-bird  need  ? 

A.  It  needs  potato  mashed  up  with  the  yolk  of 
an  egg. 

Q.  What  does  the  parrot  need  ? 

A.  It  needs  the  same  seeds  as  the  canary,  and 
^  sunflower  seed  besides,  and  it  ought  to  have 
bread  soaked  in  coffee  every  morning. 

Q.  What  ought  all  birds  to  have  besides  seed  ? 

A.  They  ought  to  have  some  green  food,  like 
chick  weed,  or  lettuce,  or  celery,  and  a  bit  of  ripe 
fruit. 

Q.  How  often  ought  birds  to  be  fed  ? 
A.  Regularly  every  morning. 
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40th  WEEK. 

Q,  How  ought  a  bird's  cage  to  be  kept  ? 

A.  It  ought  to  be  kept  perfectly  clean. 

Q.  If  the  cage  is  not  kept  perfectly  clean,  what 
will  happen  to  the  bird  ? 

A.  It  will  soon  be  covered  with  insects,  and  its 
feathers  will  begin  to  fall  out. 

Q.  What  part  of  the  cage  ought  to  be  cleaned 
every  day  ? 

A.  Every  part ;  everything  about  a  bird's  cage 
ought  to  be  cleaned  every  day. 

Q.  When  we  give  the  bird  fresh  seed,  what 
should  we  be  careful  to  do  ? 

A.  We  should  be  careful  to  take  out  the  old 
seed  and  wash  the  seed  cup. 

Q.  How  often  ought  we  to  give  water  to  our 
birds  ? 

A.  We  should  give  them  fresh  water  every 
morning,  and  oftener  in  summer  time  when  it  is 
hot. 

Q.  Do  birds  love  to  bathe  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  most  birds  delight  to  bathe,  and  they 
ought  to  be  allowed  to  bathe  every  day. 

Q.  Besides  food  and  water,  what  ought  all 
birds  to  have  ? 

A.  They  ought  to  have  some  nice  clean  sand 
all  the  time. 

Q.  If  we  want  our ,  birds  to  care  for  us,  what 
must  we  do  besides  taking  care  of  them  ? 
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A.  We  must  talk  to  them,  and  be  fond  of 
them,  and  they  will  soon  grow  fond  of  us. 

Q.  Is  it  a  good  thing  to  let  birds  out  of  their 
cages  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  it  makes  them  perfectly  happy  to  be 
allowed  to  fly  about  the  room  for  a  while  every 
day. 

41  St  V/EEK. 

Q,  Tell  me  some  other  creatures  that  people 
keep  for  their  amusement. 

A.  Gold-fish  and  silver-fish. 

Q.  In  what  are  these  fish  kept  ? 

A.  In  glass  globes  or  tanks,  filled  with  water. 

Q.  How  do  fishes  breathe  ? 

A.  They  breathe  through  their  gills. 

Q.  How  can  they  get  air  to  breathe  in  the 
water  ? 

A.  They  take  in  the  air  that  is  in  the  water 
through  their  gills. 

Q.  If  the  globe  or  tank  is  so  small  that  they 
have  not  water  enough,  what  happens  ? 

A.  They  get  sick  and  die  for  want  of  air. 

Q.  If  there  are  too  many  fish  in  the  globe,  what 
happens  ? 

A.  There  is  not  air  enough  for  all  of  them,  and 
they  get  sick  and  die. 

Q.  If  the  water  is  not  changed  very  often, 
what  happens  ? 

A.  The  water  soon  grows  dirty,  and  the  poor 
fish  are  poisoned  to  death. 
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Q.  Some  people  think  that  g-old  and  silver  fish 
need  no  food.    Is  that  true  ? 

A.  No  ;  they  need  food  just  like  all  other  ani- 
mals. 

Q.  If  they  do  not  have  food,  what  happens  to 
them  ? 

A.  They  are  starved  to  death. 
Q.  What  food  ought  they  to  have  ? 
A.  They  ought  to  have  crumbs  of  bread,  and 
bits  of  meat  chopped  very  fine,  every  day. 

4.2d  WEEK. 

Q.  If  you  were  going  to  keep  gold  and  silver 
fish,  in  what  would  you  keep  them  ? 

A.  In  a  good,  large  globe  or  tank,  and  not  too 
many  fish  in  it. 

Q.  How  often  would  you  change  the  water  in 
the  globe  ? 

A.  Every  day,  and  in  warm  weather  twice  a 
day. 

Q,  How  would  you  change  the  water  ? 

A.  I  would  take  it  out  carefully,  so  as  always 
to  leave  enough  of  water  to  cover  the  fish,  and 
then  put  in  the  fresh  water. 

Q.  What  would  you  put  at  the  bottom  of  the 
globe  ? 

A.  I  would  put  sand  and  pebbles  at  the  bottom 
of  the  globe. 

Q.  And  what  would  you  plant  in  the  sand  ? 

A.  I  would  have  some  nice  water-plants  grow- 
ing in  it. 
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Q.  What  would  be  the  use  of  the  plants  ? 

A.  They  would  purify  the  water,  and  the  fish 
would  like  them. 

Q.  Would  you  put  your  globe  in  the  window, 
where  the  sun  would  shine  on  it  ? 

A.  No  ;  because  the  fish  do  not  like  the  sun- 
light. 

Q.  In  winter  where  would  you  keep  them  ? 

A.  I  would  keep  them  where  the  water  would 
not  freeze,  or  the  fish  would  die. 

Q.  If  you  fed  your  fish  regularly,  would  they 
learn  to  know  you  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  and  they  would  swim  to  the  side  of 
the  globe  to  take  their  food  from  us.

Q,  Tell  me  the  name  of  an  animal  that  is  very 
like  a  man. 
A.  The  monkey. 

Q.  How  many  feet  has  a  monkey  ? 
A.  He  has  no  feet  like  ours  ;  he  has  four 
hands. 

Q.  Why  does  the  monkey  have  four  hands 
instead  of  two  feet  and  two  hands  ? 

A.  Because  he  lives  in  trees,  and  he  needs 
hands  to  grasp  the  branches. 

Q.  What  else  has  the  monkey  to  grasp  the 
branches  of  the  trees  ? 

A.  He  has  a  long  tail. 

Q.  Can  all  monkeys  grasp  the  branches  with 
their  tails  ? 
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A.  No  ;  only  some  of  them. 
Q,  What  are  monkeys  called  that  have  no 
tails  ? 

A.  They  are  called  apes. 

Q.  Can  the  monkey  be  tamed  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  and  he  is  a  very  amusing  pet. 

Q.  Why  is  he  so  amusing  ? 

A.  Because  he  imitates  everything,  and  is  full 
of  funny  tricks. 

Q.  Does  he  become  fond  of  his  master  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  if  they  are  kindly  treated,  some  mon- 
keys are  very  affectionate. 

44th  WEEK. 

Q.  If  the  monkey  lives  in  the  branches  of 
trees,  what  ought  he  to  have  if  he  is  kept  as  a 
pet  ? 

A,  He  ought  to  have  plenty  of  room  to  move 
about,  and  he  ought  to  have  something  to  climb 
on. 

Q.  If  his  natural  home  is  in  a  warm  climate, 
how  does  he  feel  in  a  cold  climate  ? 

A.  He  feels  very  cold  and  miserable. 

Q.  How,  then,  ought  he  to  be  kept  in  a  cold 
climate  ? 

A.  He  ought  to  be  carefully  protected  from 
the  cold. 

Q.  If  he  is  not  protected  from  the  cold,  what 
happens  to  him  ? 

A.  He  takes  cold  just  as  we  do,  and  he  suffers 
very  much. 
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Q,  Of  what  do  most  monkeys  die  in  this 
country  ? 

A.  Nearly  all  of  them  die  of  consumption, 
because  the  cold  kills  them. 

Q.  Is  it  right  to  allow  the  organ  grinders  to 
take  poor  shivering  monkeys  about  with  them  in 
cold  weather  ? 

A.  No  ;  it  is  cruel,  and  it  ought  not  to  be 
allowed. 

45th  WEEK. 

Q.  Ought  we  to  be  kind  only  to  the  tame 
creatures  that  we  keep  about  us  ? 

A.  No  ;  we  ought  to  be  kind  to  all  living 
creatures. 

Q.  Tell  me  some  pretty  creatures  that  we  do 
not  tame, 

A.  Robins,  bluebirds,  and  other  wild  birds. 
Q.  Do  these  birds  stay  with  us  all  the  year 
round  ? 

A.  No  ;  some  of  them  go  away  in  the  winter, 
to  a  warmer  climate,  and  return  to  us  in  the 
summer  time. 

Q.  If  we  want  them  always  to  return  to  us, 
how  should  we  treat  them  ? 

A.  We  should  never  disturb  them  or  their  nests. 

Q.  How  can  we  make  them  fond  of  us  ? 

A.  By  feeding  them  with  crumbs  of  bread. 

Q.  What  good  do  these  pretty  birds  do  to  us  ? 

A.  They  please  us  because  they  are  so  beauti- 
ful, and  some  of  them  sing  very  sweetly. 

Q.  Of  what  use  are  they  ? 
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A.  They  destroy  thousands  of  insects  that 
would  injure  the  trees  and  fruit. 

Q.  If  boys  throw  stones  at  the  birds,  how  do 
they  behave  ? 

A.  They  are  cruel  to  the  birds,  and  they  are 
foolish,  too,  because  they  drive  the  birds  away. 

46th  WEEK. 

Q.  Is  the  little  brown  sparrow  of  any  use  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  it  destroys  a  great  many  insects  that 
would  injure  the  trees. 

Q.  Is  the  sparrow  a  native  of  this  country  ? 

A.  It  is  so  now  ;  but  only  a  few  years  ago 
there  were  no  sparrows  in  America. 

Q.  From  what  place  were  they  brought  ? 

A.  They  were  brought  over  from  Europe. 

Q.  Why  were  the  sparrows  brought  to  this 
country  ? 

A.  Because  the  insects  were  killing  so  many 
trees  that  the  sparrows  were  needed  to  destroy 
the  insects. 

Q.  Did  the  sparrows  save  the  trees  ? 

A.  Yes ;  since  the  sparrows  were  brought  over 
the  trees  have  been  saved. 

Q.  What  sort  of  a  bird  is  the  sparrow  ? 

A.  He  is  a  merry,  useful  little  fellow. 

Q.  In  winter  time,  when  there  are  no  insects 
and  the  snow  is  on  the  ground,  does  not  the 
sparrow  have  a  hard  time  ? 

A.  Yes ;  he  has  a  very  hard  time,  and  many  of 
them  die  of  hunger.

Q.  What  can  we  do  for  the  sparrows  in  winter  ? 

A.  We  can  give  them  bits  of  bread. 

Q.  If  we  give  the  sparrows  bits  of  bread  reg- 
ularly every  day,  what  will  they  do  ? 

A.  They  will  come  flocking  around  at  the  reg- 
ular time  and  chirp  for  their  dinner.

Q.  What  living  creatures  has  God  given  us  ? 

A.  He  has  given  us  all  creatures  that  we  can 
make  of  use  to  us. 

Q.  Tell  me  how  we  can  make  use  of  wild 
creatures. 

A.  We  can  kill  them  for  food. 

Q.  Name  some  wild  animals  that  we  can  kill 
for  food. 

A.  The  deer,  the  rabbit,  the  partridge,  the 
quail,  the  woodcock,  the  duck,  the  goose,  and 
fishes. 

Q.  What  other  use  can  we  make  of  wild 
creatures  ? 

A.  We  can  make  clothes  of  their  fur. 

Q.  Name  some  creatures  whose  fur  we  can  use 
for  clothing. 

A.  The  seal,  the  fox,  the  ermine,  the  beaver. 

Q.  Do  we  get  anything  else  from  animals 
besides  food  and  clothing  ? 

A.  Yes,  many  things. 

Q.  Tell  me  some  of  them. 

A.  We  get  oil  and  whalebone  from  the  whale, 
and  we  get  honey  from  the  bee. 
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Q.  Have  we  any  right  to  kill  a  wild  animal 
that  does  not  hurt  us,  and  that  we  cannot 
use  ? 

A.  No  ;  God  gave  us  His  living*  creatures  only 
to  use,  not  to  hurt  or  kill  when  we  do  not  need 
them. 

Q.  Is  it  right  for  a  hoy  to  catch  fish  that  are 
not  good  for  food  ? 

A.  No  ;  it  is  cruel  and  wicked.

Q.  What  does  the  Bible  say  about  the  ant  ? 
A.  It  says,  "Go  to  the  ant,  thou  sluggard; 
consider  her  ways,  and  be  wise." 
Q.  What  is  a  sluggard  ? 
A.  A  lazy  person. 

Q,  Why  should  lazy  persons  consider  the  ways 
of  the  poor  little  ant  ? 

A.  Because  the  ant  is  so  industrious. 

Q.  At  what  does  the  ant  work  so  hard  ? 

A.  It  works  hard  all  summer  gathering  food 
for  the  winter. 

Q.  Is  it  right  to  step  on  a  little  ant  if  we  can 
avoid  it  ?

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Q.  Do  you  think  God  cares  for  insects  like  the 
ant  ? 

A.  Yes ;  because,  if  he  had  not  cared  for  them, 
he  would  not  have  made  them.

A.  Because  the  bees  that  were  killed  could 
make  no  more  honey. 

Q.  How  do  we  get  the  honey  now  without 
killing  the  bees  ? 

A.  The  bees'  hives  are  made  in  such  a  way 
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that  the  honey  can  be  taken  away  without  dis-  ■ 

turbing  the  bees.  i 

Q.  How  should  bees'  hives  be  kept  ?  j 

A.  They  should  be  kept  safe  from  insects,  and  ■ 

in  winter  they  should  be  protected  from  the  cold.  \

Q.  If  we  injure  any  of  the  living  creatures  | 

that  God  cares  for,  what  do  we  do  besides  hurt-  j 

ing  them  ?  ] 

A.  We  commit  a  great  sin  against  God.  ]

Q.  What  does  God  require  of  us  ? 

A.  He  requires  us  "to  do  justly,  and  to  love 
mercy,  and  to  walk  humbly  with  our  God." 
[Mic.  vi.  8.] 

Q.  What  is  it,  "to  do  justly"  to  dumb  ani- 
mals ? 

A.  To  do  them  no  wrong,  and  to  do  every- 
thing for  them  that  is  right,  just  as  if  they  were 
human  beings. 

Q.  What  is  it,  to  "love  mercy  "  ? 

A.  It  is  to  love  to  keep  any  living  creature 
from  being  hurt,  and  to  be  sorry  for  it  and  help 
it  when  it  is  hurt. 

Q.  Suppose  that  a  dumb  creature  is  hurt  on  the 
Sabbath  day,  should  we  help  it  then  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  our  Saviour  says  that  we  should  help 
even  an  ox  or  an  ass  if  it  is  hurt  on  the  Sabbath. 
[Luke  xiv.  i5.] 

Q.  What  does  our  Saviour  say  of  merciful 
people  ? 

A.  He  says,  "Blessed  are  the  merciful,  for 
they  shall  obtain  mercy."    [Matt.  v.  7. J 
Q.  What  does  that  mean  ? 

A.  It  means,  that  if  we  are  merciful  to  other 
people  and  to  dumb  creatures,  God  will  be  merci- 
ful to  us. 

Q.  What  is  it,  to  "walk  humbly  with  our 
God"? 

A.  It  is  to  try  to  feel  and  act  as  He  does. 
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Q.  How  does  God  act  and  feel  ? 

A.  "The  Lord  is  merciful  and  gracious,  slow 
to  anger,  and  plenteous  in  mercy."  [Psalm 
ciii.  8.] 

Q.  How  does  our  Saviour  tell  us  that  we 
should  act  and  feel  ? 

A.  He  says,  "  Be  ye  merciful,  as  your  Father 
also  is  merciful."    [Luke  vi.  36.] 

52d  WEEK. 

Q.  If  Grod  loves  mercy  and  wants  all  men  to 
be  merciful,  what  is  our  duty  ? 

A.  It  is  our  duty  to  be  merciful  ourselves,  and 
to  try  to  make  others  merciful. 

Q.  If  we  see  cruel  things  done,  what  should 
we  do  ? 

A.  We  should  always  try  to  stop  them. 

Q.  When  people  do  cruel  things,  is  it  always 
because  they  mean  to  be  cruel  ? 

A.  No  ;  it  is  often  just  because  they  do  not 
think. 

Q.  When  we  see  that  people  are  cruel  because 
they  do  not  think,  what  ought  we  to  do  ? 

A.  We  ought  to  try  to  show  them  that  what 
they  are  doing  is  really  cruel  and  wrong. 

Q.  When  people  are  cruel  on  purpose,  what 
ought  to  be  done  ? 

A.  They  ought  to  be  punished,  and  made  to 
stop  being  cruel. 

Q,  Are  there  any  laws  to  protect  dumb  animals 
from  cruel  treatment  ? 
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A.  Yes  ;  there  are  good  laws  to  prevent  cru- 
elty, and  to  punish  cruel  people. 

Q.  Is  there  any  society  for  protecting*  dumb 
animals  from  cruelty  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  it  is  called  The  Society  for  the  Pre- 
vention of  Cruelty  to  Animals. 

Q.  Give  me  three  good  reasons  why  merciful 
people  ought  to  belong  to  that  society. 

A.  Because  it  is  trying  to  have  God's  will  done 
on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven  ;  because  it  is  trying 
to  make  men  merciful,  as  their  Father  in  heaven 
is  merciful  ;  and  because  it  protects  God's  suffer- 
ing creatures  that  cannot  protect  themselves. 
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
